Santa Ana halts 
lawsuits against 


Mitchell Bros.

The City of Santa Ana's 10- 
year legal battle with the 
Mitchell Brothers X-rated 
Theater has been temporarily 
put on hold. 

According to a recent article 
in the Orange County Register 
the City of Santa Ana's 
Attorney, Ed Cooper has 
temporarily halted their 
practice of filing a weekly 
lawsuit against the Mitchell 
Brothers Theater, the infamous 
neighbor of RSC’s Santa Ana 
Campus, pending an accounting 
of the legal fees that are being 
incurred as a result of all the 
litagaetion. 

For 32 consecutive weeks, 
James Clancy, a _ private 
attorney hired by the city, has 
filed complaints aimed at the 
films being presented there. In 
February, , when Clancy was 
hired, the City Council set aside 


$200,000 to pay for the legal 
expenses and approved a new 
contract, paying Clancy $50 per 


hour, to amaximum of $50,000 © 


per year. Clancy has refused 
comment on Cooper's order to 
halt the lawsuits. 

According to the Register 
article, Clancy and Cooper have 
said that the purpose of filing 
one lawsuit a week is to assist 
in gathering evidence against. 
the theater. 

The city of Santa Ana has to 
date only been able to block the 
showings of several films. To 
obtain films as evidence, the’ 
city files a lawsuit and serves a 
subpoena while they are being 
shown. 

Each week the theater has 
ignored the subpoena and the 
city has been forced to collect 
“secondary” evidence such as 
testimony about the films” 
content by a former police 
officer hired to attend the 
showings.

This past summer, | had the 
privilege of spending one 
month at Santa Ana Superior 
Court. | had been selected for 
JURY DUTY. 

Being selected for jury duty | 
found out, was similar to being 
picked for a game show like 
“The Price is Right.” 

This was the first time that | 
had been called to serve, and | 
was really looking forward to 
being on a jury. After all, | 
thought, where else can the 
average citizen play lawyer- 
detective -judge-omnipotent 
super power? However, | soon 
realized | had a slightly vivid 
imagination. 


an overview of what to expect 
in a courtroom. He gave us 
pointers on how to act and 
respond to the judge’s 
questions. Then, | waited for 
my panel to be called. | waited. 
And waited. Went to lunch and 
waited. Finally, at about 2:30 
p.m. our panel was directed to 
one of the upstairs courtrooms. 
The actual selection was to 
begin. 

About three or four panels 
are called at once for each trial. 
This is because to get 12 jurors 
plus two alternates, the 
attorneys and the judge weed 
out 30 to 50 people or more. 
(One jury selection took over 
six days!) 

Once in the courtroom, roll 
call is taken. The attorneys are

Santa Ana court bent over 
backward to accommodate 
each potential juror. | had the 
option of ‘calling in” to see if 
my ‘‘panel’” (a jury group of 
about 10 people) was needed 
that day. If it was, | arrived at 
the jury room at the appointed 
hour. Otherwise, | was off for 
the week. Other benefits 
included mileage reimburse- 
ment and a nominal stipend. 

The first day, a judge gave us 


introduced and the judge 
briefly describes the trial, such 
as the general nature of the 
trial and the approximate 
length it will take to complete. 

En masse, the judge then 
asks all those who feel they 
cannot serve on this particular 
trial for basic reasons (going 
out of town, not fluent with the 
English language, job 
problems, etc.). This procedure 
eliminates almost one-third of 


the potential. Then comes the 
fun part. 

The first 12 jurors are either 
selected by panel roster, or by 
randomly pulling names out of 
a tumbler, like a caller calls out 
BINGO numbers. 

The judge asks the proposed 
jury if there are any other 
problems with serving. If yes, 
you are asked to explain your 
reasons. One word of caution; 
DON'T LIE! The judge will know 
and reprimand you in front of 
the attorneys, the defendant, 
and a roomful of strangers. 

If the judge actepts your 
answer, you are excused from 
that trial. 

But then, you are open target 
for the attorneys. They ask each 
and every juror the -same 
question, with each inquiry 
more personal. You have the 
option of short, brief answers, 
but most people, when probed, 
will pour out their hearts to 
whoever will listen. After all, 
we were a Captive audience. 

lf you can’t deal with 
rejection, let's hope you never 
get this far. The attorneys, for 
no apparent reason, can 
dismiss you. You have been 
told not to take it personally, but 
thinking yourself to be an 
average citizen, you have just 
been told that you are not jury 
material. 

You also realize that the 
attorneys are playing a sort of 
roulette, so that a supposedly 
impartial jury may lean more 
towards one. side. The 
prosecutor dismisses one 

member that could sway 
towards the defense. So, the 
defense attorney will dismiss 
someone that the prosecutor 
wants to keep.

scott nips Flynn 
in inaugural mile

Celebrating its’ 100th 
birthday, the City of Santa Ana 
hosted a world class one mile 
road race on Sunday Oct. 19. 

Less than 150 spectators 
lined the starting point on Civic 
Center Drive, which was 
surprising for an event of this 
caliber. — 

Steve Scott, America’s 
premier miler, helped race 
officials organize the eve.tt. 
Scott contacted Ireland’s Ray 
Flynn and American Jim Spivey 
in order to solicit their 
participation. 

Flynn is lreland’s 1500 meter 
champion. Spivey placed fifth 
in the 1984 Olympic 1500 
meter finals and has been a top 
competitor for over ten years. 
" Scott, Flynn and Spivey have 
ali ran sub 3:50 miles in their 
careers, making the event truly 
world class. 

Rounding out the field were 
Dr. John Koningh of Irvine, 
Mark Labonte of Laguna 
Niguel, and Tregg Scott who 
traveled in from Arizona to 
compete. 

With such an_ attractive 
event, the few spectators that 
were there eagerly anticipated 
a close race. They were not 
disappointed. 

Scott took an early lead on 
the uphill portion of the course, 
but Flynn hung close with 
Spivey only steps behind. 

Just before the turn around 
point, Labonte, surprising 
everybody, surged into the 
lead. Flynn followed closely in 
second. Ae ie 

‘Scott slowed to almost 
walking pace as he tried to 
maintain his third place 
position around the tight U- 
turn at the halfway point. 

The last half mile of the race 
was all down hill and the 
runners remained in a tight 


pack. 

Labonte still hung on to the 
lead, while Flynn and Scott 
battled for second. 


With 300 meters to go Flynn. 


surged ahead. Scott responded 
and the kick to the finish was 
on. 

The experience of Scott and 
Flynn proved to be too much for 
Labonte, as the two interna- 
tional rivals turned the race into 
a two man sprint. 

With 100 meters left, Scott 
overpowered Flynn and broke 
through the tape at 4:06. Flynn 
placed second with a time of 
4:07, followed by Tregg Scott 
who snuck past the field near 
the end. 

Spivey edged out Labonte for 
fourth. i 

Scott returned from a very 
successful European track 
season on Sept. 15, and said he 
had not been training very hard 
since then. 

“It has been over a month 
since | have done any speed 
work,” Scott said after the race, 
“and it surprised me to see 
Labonte go out so hard.” 

Scott said he was pleased 
with his time in the mile. He 
also added that .he enjoys 
competing on the road because 
“there is less pressure and 
people don't expect so much 
from me.” 

“This was a pivotal year for 
me,” Scott said. “(In Europe) | 
had such a good year, my best 
in three years, it would be 
dumb for me to quit now.” 
Scott, who is 30 years old, said 
he plans on competing for 
another _five years. 

In the women’s race, Ruth 
Wysocki, with a time of 4:54, 
easily out-kicked Patti Sue 
Plummer. Wysocki is best 
known for her dramatic victory 
over Mary Decker Slaney in the 
1500 at the 1984 Olympic 
Trials.
